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Congo Moving Toward Soviet Camp 


Assail Use of U.S. Funds to Finance U.N. Operation

The coalition government set up in the 
Congo under United Nations auspices ap- 
pears to be paving the way for the strife- 
torn country’s entry into the Communist 
orbit. 


The inevitability of this shift has been 
revealed by leading anti-Communist .spokes- 
men who see the newly-established Parlia- 
ment as a smashing triumph for Moscow. 
In fact, an official Soviet periodical claims 
a complete victory for the pro-Soviet side 
in the Congo. 

Leading the attack is Senator Thomas J. 
Dodd (D., Conn.), who has demanded a 
quick reversal of U. N. policy. In a Senate 
_ speech he warned that support of the U-N.’s 
action by the United States is financing the 
destruction of its friends and the victory 
of its enemies. 

Sen. Dodd pointed out that the position 


-of-viee-premier in the Congo government, 


which was established in August, has gone 
to Antoine Gizenga, a leader of the pro- 
Soviet faction. A Lumumba follower, Gizenga 
has been described as a “Moscow-trained 
Red.” He also noted that the post of Minister 
of the Interior has gone to Prague-trained 
Communist Christophe Gbenye. 

Quoting from the Sept. 8 issue of the 
periodical Moscow “New Times,” Sen. Dodd 
disclosed that Prime Minister Cyrille Adoula, 
who is reputed to be a neutralist, has agreed 
to accept Gizenga men as commander of the 
armed forces, as secretary of defense and 
as ambassador to the United Nations. 

Sen. Dodd said that the article in the 
“New Times” made the following points: 

—That “the members of political parties 
of the national bloc which was headed by 
Patrice Lumumba have 23 seats in this 
government, or an absolute majority.” 

—That “the decision of the Parliament 
permits the new government to carry out 
all decisions made earlier by the Lumumba 
government.’ 

—That Adoula has accepted Gizenga’s 
request to appoint General Victor Lundula 
as Chief of the United Congolese army, and 
to fill the position of Minister of Defense 
and Representative to the United Nations 
with Gizenga followers. 

—That Adoula has further agreed to take 
certain unspecified measures against Colonel 
Mobutu,: and that Gizenga is now demand- 
ing the removal from the army of “all 
soldiers and officers “whe ‘are against the 
unity of the coun 
—That acini in a telegram to Adoula, 





government.’” Joseph Ileo headed the pre- 
vious Congo government. 

The turn of events in favor of Russia and 
against the United States is the basis of 
Sen. Dodd’s appeal for prompt action on a 
resolution which he has introduced calling 
for a select committee to investigate the 
situation in the Congo. 


Critical of Intervention 

Meanwhile, United Nations policy also was 
taken to task by Robert Morris, a former 
chief counsel for the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee and now president of the 
University of Dallas. 

Writing in a nationally distributed column, 
Mr. Morris was critical of the intervention 
of U. N. troops in the war in the Congo. He 
wrote: 

“The U. N. justifies its action against 
Tshombe and his 2,000,000 Katanganese on 
the flimsy ground that it is ‘uniting the 
Congo.’ Nowhere in the charter of the 
United Nations is authority aes for such 

~a bloedyundertaking.’’ 
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Noting “another egregious aspect” of the 
Congo situation, Mr. Morris said: “The 
United States is financing virtually the whole 
operation, that is the Gizenga-U. N. in- 
vasion of Katanga, not, of course, the Ka- 
tanga defense of their homeland.” 

The United States is paying more than 
half of the $100,000,000 that the United 
Nations has already budgeted or spent in 
the Congo. Russia, which is benefiting from 
the Congo turmoil, continues its moratorium 
on paying its share of the U. N. costs. 

Sen. Dodd warns: “There is no reason why 
the Congo should go Communist. There is 
every reason why it should remain free. But 
the dismal fact nevertheless is that the 
Congo is rapidly slipping under complete 
Communist control. If the Congo does go 
Communist, it will not be because of Soviet 
strength or because the Congolese people 
want Communism; it will be because of 
United Nations policy in the Congo and be- 
cause of the perverse folly that induces us 
to support this poles. with our prestige @ i 
our-money.”- tn

Why don’t all groups opposing communism 
come out un-afraid and call a spade by its 
name? There are a number of reasons. 
Common Sense while exposing communism 
for the first two years did not mention Jews 
although we realized they were the impor- 
tant element.

Today the United Nations, founded in 
1945 to preserve “world peace” and the 
“rights of man,” after forcibly invading the 
newly independent nation of Katanga has 
declared martial law and decreed that any 
of its citizens found bearing arms will be 
executed. 

Frederick H. Boland, President of the 
United Nations General Assembly, recently, 
stated that 

“ . . . the U.N.’s chief interest remains 

the common aspiration, needs, and 

rights of all the world’s peoples.” 

‘Apparently this does not include the people 
of Katanga because it is hardly likely that 
it is any man’s aspiration ta be shot with- 
out trial because he wishes to defend his 
country. It is possible, though, that the 
UN feels that it is interested in these,people’s 
needs and is only shooting them for their 
own good. It so, they will be in very dis- 
tinguished company because probably more 
people have been killed for this reason down 
throughout history than for any other. 

In short, it looks like the only right the 
freedom fighters of Katanga will get is that 
of dying for their country. 

Katanga lies within the borders of the 
old Congo Free State, carved out of a 
trackless wilderness of jungle and veldt by, 
Belgian colonists in 1885 and inhabited by 
what was probably the most savage and 
primitive collection of tribes in Africa, a 
notoriously backward continent. There was 
no unity among these constantly warring 
tribes, and few knew anything of the world 
past the nearest large river or mountain 
range. j ih 

Nevertheless, Belgium governed this vast

years, changing its name to the Belgian 
Congo in 1908. Belgium, meanwhile, had 
the misfortune to be devasted in two world-~ 
wars, and being a small country found the 
continued administration of the Congo more 
of a burden than an asset.

With the new U. S. State Department 
under Rusk, Stevenson, and Eleanor Roose- 
velt, being of like mind, they now had a 
free hand. They moved in, cautiously at 
first, and consolidated their power. Intox- 
icated by their overwhelming strength in 
the Congo’s. power vacuum, they struck, 
not at communist Antoine Gizenga’s iron 
curtain-style dictatorship, but at the last 
remaining island of civilization, Moise 
Tshombe’s Katanga. 

‘As of now the heroes of Katanga are 
fighting for their lives and that of their 
country. How the battle will end is impos- 
sible to say, but. the fact that it is being 
fought-by. an organization supposedly dedi- 
cated to peace to. tie a. free people to a 
lecadent and communist dominated central 
government should be no surprise to any- 
body. If and when they could, the UN 
would. undoubtedly tie every nation in the 
world including the U. S. to the same kind 
of central government. 

What else could be expected of an organ- 
ization where the Soviet Union, not even 
including its six satellite slave states, has 
three votes to the United States’ one. White 
Russia and the Ukraine have the status of 
Russian provinces, and their representation 
in the UN is equivalent to the U. S. sending 
UN delegation not only from Washington 
D. C., but California and Texas too. All this 
was created with the full knowledge and 
acceptance of the U. S. State Department 
of 1945. The State Department of 1961 has 
already begun to acquiesce to adding Red 
China to this roster. 

‘Americans will do well to watch the news 
from Africa closely in the weeks to come. 
What happens to the people of Katanga 
today can well happen here tomorrow. 
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Cardinal McIntyre Hits UN 
Educational Proposal

A UN resolution coming up for approval 
by the U. S. Senate would take away free- 
dom in education, says the Archbishop-of 
Los Angeles. 

James Francis Cardinal McIntyre told the 
St. Vincent de Paul Society last Sunday the 
resolution would compel this Country to 
socialize education under international con- 
trol. 

He referred to a document~adopted Dec. 
4th, 1960, by the UN Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization (UNESCO). 

If approved by the Senate, the Cardinal 
said, the resolution “will -substantially 
eliminate all local control of public education 
at State or local level;” place all American 
education under Federal cont?rdl; “over ride 
this Federal control and make it subsidi- 
ary to UNESCO as a world court and final 
international arbiter of education,” and rig- 
idly restrict private non-tax supported 
schools and colleges.

you have cooperated with them? Would you 
have. informed the occupying authorities 
about the activities of those who were resist- 
ing? 

You probably think that this is a ridicu- 
lous .and impertinent line of questioning. 
The answers are obviously “No!” But they 
were real in France in 1940. Why? Because 
the average Frenchman was totally unpre- 
pared for the events that overwhelmed 
his country. Before the armistice had even 
been signed, the German propaganda ma- 
chine was telling the people of France that 
their greatest enemies were the-British who 
had deserted them and the French generals 
who had escaped. It was very effective pro- 
paganda and there were many who believed 
it. : 

Now for another question, one which has 
to do, not with France in the forties, but 
with America in the sixties. If there were 
another war, and if for any reason America 
was defeated and occupied—whether with or 
without an eventual puppet government of 
so-called “Americans,” would you feel that 
you owed allegiance to that occupying 
force? Would you feel that it was morally 
wrong to resist it? Would you inform against 
another American because he shot a Com- 
missar, or because he joined a band of 
resistance fighters? 

Do you think these are ridiculous ques- 
tions? I think that if you will look at the 
maps of Europe, of Asia, or Africa,-and even 
of the Americans, you will find many nations 
where these questions could have been asked 
a few years ago. Today, they are dangerous 
questions to ask in these countries. 

If the people of France in the thirties, or 
the people of Cuba of ten years ago had 
asked themselves these questions, and an- 
swered them honestly, their resistance would 
have been increased a thousandfold. The 
trouble is that after the blow has been 
struck, no one knows whom he can trust. 
No one knows where to start in building up 
a resistance. 

We do not believe the United States 
will ever be defeated or occupied, but ex- 
perience and history are hard masters, and 
no one can say that this is beyond the realm 
of possibility. Ten years ago there wouldn’t 
have been one person in the country who 
would have believed that we could stoop to 
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version to more than 80 other foreign coun- 
tries. Therefore, we must admit that as 
impossible as it seems, military defeat and 
occupation are within the realms of possi- 
bility. This is a black picture to paint, but 
it would not have to be hopeless, for though 
an occupying power might find the offices 
and avenues of Washington soft meat to 
digest, they would soon find a hard core of 
steel in the rest of the country. The people 
of America, not the scum that bubble 
noisily on the surface, still have the same 
blood and heritage of our ancestors who 
fought at Bunker Hill and Lexington, the 
men who won the frontier when it was a 
frontier and not a political play-boy’s cam- 
paign slogan, the soldiers of Bull Run, 
Vicksburg, Gettysburg and a dozen other 
hard fought battles of the Civil War; and 
on into the two World Wars of our own 
century. That breed isn’t lost in a few 
years, and in the end all of the effete 
political theorists that Harvard could turn 
out in a thousand. years couldn’t deny that 
it is there. But even the strongest men 
sometimes sleep, and if too many of us 
sleep too much, we may wake up to find 
ourselves sold out, our armies defeated and 
our country occupied. 


Perhaps you are wondering what you 
can do about something that may never 
happen for many years. There are two 
things we Americans can do. First, we can 
stay awake and watch what is happening 
in Washington. We can make our republic 
a living government and not just a ma- 
chine that we go along with because it 
offers to do our thinking and our work for 
us, and because it gives us utopian dreams 
in exchange for our votes. The second 
thing we can do is to stand up and be 
counted as to whether or not we will ever 
take defeat—whether or not we would 
fight to regain our country even in the 
awful event that our armies were betrayed 


and defeated, or our independence sold... 


out in some future international summit 
conference. If enough of ‘us declare these - 
intentions now, before it has happened, 
those who would betray us may be deterred 
from trying. But the world must KNOW, 
where America stands!

If America were ever taken over by 
force, from within or without, as it would 
be if the United States were occupied by a 
foreign army or by a subversive internal 
power, would you:

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Col. John Beaty, died Sept. 9, 1961 at his 
honie in Barboursville, Va., age 70.

He spent five years with the War Dept., 
General Staff, and headed several important 
Sections in Military Intelligence Service. Dr. 
Beaty- was Chairman of the English De- 
partment of the Southern Methodist Uni- 
versity from 1927 to 1940 and was honorary, 
Chairman until he retired in 1957. 

Colonel Beaty wrote two books on Poetry 
and Drama and two novels: His book “Iron 
Curtain over America” was received as the 
greatest help in understanding the subver- 
sive move in the U. S., it drew fire from 
the left wing, liberals, socialists and commu- 
nists.

Dr. Beaty received bachelors and mas- 
ters degrees from University of Virginia and 
was a member of American Academy of 
Political Science. 

Some called him Doctor; to others he was 
known as Professor. To us he was Colonel 
Beaty or John. We have known Colonel 
Beaty intimately for many years, always the 
same—true, accurate, honest and fearless. 
It will take more than one man to fill the 
vacuum he left. 

He has done much good for the country 
he loved and the good influence of “The - 
Iron Curtain over America” will remain for 
years as a help in saving the U:. S.-from 
communism. Where are the young, cour- 
ageous, intelligent men to come forward 
and help fill his shoes?
